REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Unity: 


In reviewing my first annual report I am desirous for 
you to keep in mind the fact that my conclusions are 
necessarily based on knowledge gathered from your schools 
since October first, when my work began as your superin- 
tendent of schools, 7 


The School Plant 


My first impression of the school situation in Unity 
was gained from the fact that you were modernizing the 
Center Schoolhouse to make it conform to standards set up 
by the state. As a consequence we have a very adequate 
school plant there. The East Unity schoolhouse, with its 
modern desks, jacketed stove, unilateral lighting, approved 
sanitation, and electric lights, we have a model rural school 
from which to take pattern for the other one-room school 
of the School Union. 

A small outlay on the interior of the Marshall school 
will make it- very satisfactory for the small number of 
pupils it is to accommodate. The Church and Quaker City 
schools are in good usable condition. The same kind of re- 
pairs should be made at the County School as have been 
made at the Center school. In addition to this there should 
be a rearrangement of the interior of the school so as to pro- 
vide more room by a regrouping of the furnishings. 


Book Equipmeni Outlined. 


When a pupil has been in school one year with regular

attendance, it is reasonable for parents to expect him to be 
promoted to the next higher grade. In order to accomplish 
this it is necessary that the teachers should know very 
definitely what books are presented in each grade and that 
such equipment should be available. Unless this is done, 
each teacher will be at a loss to know what books to use in 
the different grades. This often causes an overlapping in 
the grades and to leave pupils in some years without sutf- 
ficient regular materials to use in the grade to which he has 
been promoted due to the fact that he has already had the 
book or parts of it previously with a corresponding lack of 
knowledge of materials that should have gone before. 


A list of all the available materials in use in the schools 
when I came-hese was listed by me in its proper place to- 
gether with the essential materials that were lacking in 
different places. All this work was gone over with the 

teachers in a teachers’ meeting at the Center early in the 
- fall. As a consequence all the teachers have been working 
along the lines of this unified schedule since then. ‘This 
schedule follows very closely the State Program of Studies. 
The alignment of this work will be very helpful to all the 
pupils since they will meet with the same work in any school 
in town to which they may be transferred. The chief ad- 
vantage will be that they will not feel in a strange situation 
in any new school to which they have been transferred since 
they will use the same materials as in the previous school. 


Unfortunately the fall term was very much interrupted 
in all the schools except at East Unity and the Center. Miss 
Bernice Fifield, a substitute from the Keene Normal School 
was allowed to remain at the Marshall school for more than — 
the customary six weeks and did excellent work for us. 
The difficulties encountered at the Church school during 
the first part of the fall term soon disappeared after the ar- 
rival of Mr. Frank H. Glazier. Under his guidance, the 
attendance at the school has been almost perfect which goes 
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to show that the pupils have responded to what they have 
considered worth while. The general satisfaction with 
which his work has been received in the school has been ex- 
pressed on every hand. 


The unfortunate illness of the regular teacher em- 
ployed to teach. the County School at the beginning of the 
fall term necessitated employing Miss Frye from the Keene 
Normal School. which bridged the. gap very satisfactorily. 


Barring epidemics and unusual weather conditions we 
should make very, satisfactory progress for the school year 
as all the schools began the winter term with well equipped’ 
regular teachers. | 


Flag Day 


It is my desire to get the pupils, teachers, parents, and 
friends of the schools together on the last school day of the 
year at some central point where the pupils will all take part 
in an entertainment in the forenoon. Each school will pre- 
[are and present parts to the program. It is hoped that 
the parents will find it desirable to accompany the children 
this day in order to attend the exercises, to partake of the 

picnic lunch at noon, and to enjoy a sociable afternoon be- 
fore returning home. 


School Canidae 


It is safe to assume that in most school systems it is 
desirable to have a school calendar that all may know in ad- 
vance the opening and closing days of school for any year. 
I am presenting a tentative schedule here which will be sub- 
ject to change only by unusual conditions. 


1924, Winter term—Begins January 7. Closes March 14. 
Ten weeks. Two weeks’ vacation. 
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Spring term—Begins March 31. Closes June 6. Ten 
weeks. Flag day, June 6th. 
Fall term—Begins Sept. 8. Closes December 19. 
Fifteen weeks. Two weeks’ vacation. 
1925, Winter term—Begins January 5. Closes March 20. 
Eleven weeks. 


Let us resolve to make the observance of Flag Day 
once a year an event to be looked forward to with unanimous 
accord and enthusiasm—a day when everyone will con- 
tribute his bit of enthusiasm for the general good. 


Although I have had a very busy fall due to my late 
arrival, it has been a pleasurable one since I have received 
nothing but encouragement on every hand. I shall appre- 
ciate constructive criticism and suggestions tendered to 
make our schools better.
